Samples  of  water  from  these  supplies  are 
submitted  periodically  for  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological 
examination,  and  the  results  have  been  consistently  satisfactory.

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DIPHTHERIA  IN'  TTTN  I  SAT  ION 

Leaflets  advocating  diphtheria  immunisation  were 
issued,  through  schools.  Child  Welfare  Associations,  Women’s 
Institutes  and  Health  Visitors.  The  Council’s  Scheme,  as 
described  in  the  1938  report,  was  advertised  by  posters  and 
in  the  local  press.  In  addition,  the  Matron  of  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  was  engaged  to  deliver  lectures  on  the  subject 
to  the  Women’s  Institutes  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
Di strict . 

The  response  was  found  to  be  slow  at  first;  but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  was  improving  <>  Twenty-two 
immunisation  clinics,  conducted  by  general  practitioners, 
were  he  Id  in  the  schools.  The  immunisation  of  506  children 
was  completed  a  nd  a  further  97  received  a  first  injection, 
the  treatment  being  completed  in  1940.  Private  practitioners 
reported  the  immunisation  of  55  children,  for  whom  the 
Council  had  provided  free  prophylactic  material. 


AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS 

During  the  year,  progress  was  ma.de  in  the  recruitment 
and  training  of  Casualty  Service  personnel.  Full  courses  of 
First  Aid  Lectures  were  held  throughout  the  district. 

Shortened  Courses  in  First  Aid  were  also  arranged  for 
the  Wardens  in  the  parishes  of  Buxted,  Mayfield,  Wadhurst  and 
Rother f ield . 

A  First  Aid  Commandant  was  appointed  for  the  district 
and  was  responsible  for  the  practical  and  collective  train¬ 
ing  of  the  First  Aid  Parties,  stationed  at  Uckfield,  Eartfield, 
C  r owb  or  ough  and  Mayf i e Id . 

Equipment  was  issued  to  the  two  First  Aid  Posts  and 
the  eight  First  Aid  Parties  established  in  the  district,  and 
a  small  quantity  of  first  aid  dressings  was  delivered  to  the 
thirty-three  first  aid  po5_nts. 

Twelve  vehicles  we^e  earmarked  for  use  as  part-time 
ambulances  and  at  the  commencement  of  hostilities,  four  were 
requisitioned  for  full-time  duty.  Use  was  made  of  the 
House  Refuse  lorry  for  the  training  of  the  ambulance  drivers, 
and  the  women  drivers  handled  the  heavier  vehicles  efficiently, 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  Circular  1893, 
negotiations  were  ente^bd  into  for  the  purchase  of  two  cars 
for  conversion  into  full-time  ambulances. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war,  the  Council’s  A.R.P. 
Scheme  was  brought  into  operation  and  functioned  efficiently. 
Wherever  possible,  the  duties  of  personnel  were  arranged  so 
as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  their  normal 
working  hours,  but  all  were  available  at  short  notice  in 
emergency. 

Given  below  is  a  summary  of  enrolments  in  the 
Casualty  Services  up  to  the  end  of  1939;- 
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
